Yes, we shall be glad to make e donation of books 
to the Owens Valley Reception Center at Manzanar, provided 
proper arrangemeats are made to care for the books, In other, 
words, it would seem advisable that a person be appointed 1ib- 
rvarian who has hed library training and would know how to 
organize library service. I happen to know that a number of 
librarians are interested in providing books, but from conver- 
sations with several of them, they all feel as I do that the 
service should be properly organized. It is probable that we 
shall be able to collect 2,000 books for the first shipment when 
you have notified us that you are ready to receive them. 


Of course I realize your problem in not having any 
appropriation so far for this service, but IT would judge from 
the letters which many of us are receiving urging thet the ser- 
viee be established, that a way might be found to raise possibly 
$150 per month for a librarian's salary, either by contribution 
or by direct appropriation from the proper Governmental authority. 


Wiss Anne Margrave, County Librarian of Inyo County, 
and Mise Mabel Gillis, Librarian California State Library at 
Sacramento, would be in position to help you find a person suit- 
ably prepared to organize the work,
